Rules for Heather 


poltul of cultlnx* ii knvcTfd care¬ 
fully into a polyUian* plaatic bag. and 
the whioc thing aaaled u| with Scutch 
tap*. If there are any ventilating 
holaa In the bag—the kind you buy 
ramti and apples In will have holes/ 
In them seal them up too,' so the 
bag la prsrtirally airtight. 

Place “your bag of heather rut 
tlngi In a aunny window. No further 
watering will be neceaaary. for the 
plaatic allows no molatura to escape. 
Water will condenae on the Inside of 
the bag. pros'lding a steamy atmos 
phere lor the cuttings, and win run 
doam to the bottom, where It Is 
auefcad up by the porous clay pot and 
returned to the solL 


there ere no frayed edges to delay 
Tooting. 

Next, a few,of the lower leaves 
are removed from the seiseted cut- 
tlnga so that when they arc planted, 
no foliage fvlH be burled. Don’t tear 
off these leaves—snip them off with 
a pair of manicure srisaors. 

The business end of the cutting is 
now moistened—I stick mine In my 
mouth—and dipped into a hormone 
rooting powder such as Rootonc, 
Seradlx. or Thompson’s Ree-Root. 
Any exceu powder Is shaken off, and 
the cutting is ready 'for Insertion.

Moat gardeners aaem to have the 
idea that cuttings uken from mem¬ 
bers of the heather family are dlffl* 
cuh to root sucosaafully. Actually, 
'^th the modem techniques we have 
Callable to us today. It is fairly easy 
to propagate the heathers, providing 
one or two essential rules arc foL 
lowed. 

I took a batch of M cuttings from 
my winter flowering heathers about 
this time last year, and out of the 
pdo. 31 rooted and grew successfully. 
Several look as If they might bloom 
this winter. 

’The first thing to watch is the 
timing, and the best time to do the 
iob. most yaars, lies .betwemi Aug. 30 
and Sept. ». Half ripened young 
ahooU are best, and there are lots of 
these on the parent plants at this 
time of year. Thin, weak twigs are 
no good, as they never make sturdy 
plants even if they can be Induced to 
form roots. 

* a * 

Neither should thick, sappy, lush 
shoots be used, for these Invarlahly 
decay before they can push out roi as. 
The best pieces are the Ullle side 
shoots growing out from vigorous 
young msin shoots. 

These should be from one lo one 
and a half Inchas long. ’They are not 
cut off. but tom oft the parent 
branch. Uking with the slip a small 
“heer of hark from the parent 
"shoot. ’This heel should be trimmed 
up neatly with a pair of scissors so

I root my heathar cuttings In five- 
inch pou. but because the hsathers 
don't require much depth of toll. I 
half-fill the pot with gravel first, for 
drainage, covering this with a layer 
of green moai to prevent the soil 
from sifting through. The pots are 
then filled to within half an laefa of 
the rim with a mixture of two ports 
peat mosa and one part coarie sand 
—beach sand works fine A final 
layer of sand is dusted thinly over the 
surfare. then the pots are watered 
with bofling water and allowed to cool 
and drain before Inserting the cut¬ 
tings, 

I find 1 can get about 18 ol .these 
tiny cuttings in -a five-inch pot. and 
1 when all are In place, a little more 
- water la poured ver>’ slowly over the 
surface lo firm the rooting mixture 
araiirid Ihe stems. The cuttings go 
In lo about half their length. 

With everything "eompleled, Ihe 


■. New growth should commence in 
two to three months, Indicating that 
rooting has been accorapllabed. and 
when I his Is observed, cut the bag 
away, exposing the slips to freah air 
Regular but caulloua watering will be 
needed, maintaining the rooting mix¬ 
ture Just a bit on the dry side, (live 
a small pinch of soluble fertlUier In 
Ihe water once a week. 

If the baby plants tend lo grow 
lanky, snip off their tips with your 
manicure scissors to Induce buthi 
ness. Give plenty of sun and fresh air 
throughout the winter, preferably In 
a room In which the lemperalurr 
never exceeds 60 degrees. Once safely 
rooted, heather cuttings ran lake a 
lot of cold, and would propably do 
as well In an unheated sunporch as 
In a room.
